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When the Class of 1946 mookly entered tho gates of knowledge 
at Gould Academy on September -16, 1942, it was the largest class 
by fourteen that hpd ever enrolled hero as freshmen; and number- 
ed eighty students. When .we hold our first class meeting, Ann 
Terrlborry was elected president, whllo Carolyn Bryant, Barbro 
Freese, and Holen Robertson wetro cloctod vioe-presldont, secretary, 
and treasurer, respectively. For our class colcfrs wo choso maroon 
and cream, and oujr, motto was to be, “The truth shall make us 
'free.” The class participated in almost all tho activities of the 
school and first showed its ability in p musical entertainment 
difring the Fishman Reception of that year. 

In tho fall of 1943 the Class of 1948 returned prepared to assume 
tho positions of the three upper classes, sinee the lowly freshman 
yqar. was past and wo weiro now in “big time." That year wo 
elected as officers Gordon Lawry, president; Carolyn Bryant, vice- 
president; Barbro Freese, secretary; and Jack Marshall, treasur- 
er. Now the athletic ability of tho class was beginning to show 
with a fow boy 8 winning* their letters ’and tho girls their numerals. 
In tho musfoal line, opn class was well represontod In tho band, 
orehestra, and Chapman Club. 

In tho fall of >1944 sthe Class of 1948, tho largest in school history 
(eighty-fivo students), began its third year in prep sohool. Al- 
though this yoetf was not vefcy spectacular in athletics, our class i 
made up the bulk of tho teams and gained tho oxporience that 
mado this school outstanding in the f 46- v 46 athletic soaion. The 
athletic girls of our class were really on tho ball as thoy chalked 
up more victories than any other class in tho intermural program. 
Tho boys also came through as they won tho class basketball 
tournament, which they duplicated in 1946. During this year 
Gordon LJawry was again president, while Donald Brooks, Mario 
Whito, and William Hastings Held the other offices. 

, La8t wo roturned, , seventy-five strong, to start one of tho 
most outstanding years in the history of Gould. Tho same officers 
were elected as last year with tho exeoption of tho vice -presidency, 
which went to Virginia Scattergood. 

This ycajr, fcfn tho first time in five years, tho Student Council 
was revived with promising success. Doxter Stowell of our elass 
was eloetod by tho school to load this group, and also served as 
president of tho Chapman Club. Ted Emery waa president of tho 
Scienco Club, and Marie Whito that of the Girls’ Athlotic Associ- 
ation. Margery Ann Howard editod tho BLUE and GOLD and 
Priscilla Ring our yearbook. * 

In athletics, this year proved to bo ono of tho best over witnes- 
sed; tho six teams turned in high winning percentages. The seniors 
wore so well represented on these teams as to be awarded more 
letters than tho rothor three classes put together.

MR. VACHON TO SPEAK 
AT ALUMNI BANQUET 

Lieutenant Edmond J. Vach- 
on, recently returned from ser- 
vice in Europe, is to be the 
speaker at the Alumni Banquet, 
which Is to take place Monday 
In the dining hall of the Marlon 
True Gehrlng Students' Home. 
His subject will be “Germany 
Yesterday and Today.” 

In his speech he will trace 
Naziism from the appointment 
of Adoph Hitler os Chancellor of 
the Germad Reich on January 
30, 1933, to the surrender of 
Germany on May 8, 1946. He 
will explain the system of Ger- 
man schools, the training and 
education In the Hitler Youth 
Movement and the decadence of 
religion. 

The problems of the occupa- 
tion* of Germany are maAy, 
since the Germans have been so 
fully enveloped by Fascism, and 
Lieutenant Vachon •believes that 
only after a long oocupation 
can the new generation of Ger- 
man people accept the princi- 
ples of democracy.

SHOP AND SCIENCE 
DEPARTMENTS HOLD 
ANNUAL OPEN HOUSE 

The manual training and sci- 
ence department exhibits were 
held Thursday, May 28, 1946. At 
th$ manual arts exhibit many 
interesting objects of careful 
workmanship were shown. 
Among the many, objects that 
attracted attention were: John 
Howland's model boat, Err old 
Donahue's desk, Lawrence Ken- 
dall’s desk, Harlan Blake’s ce- 
dar chest, William Hastings' ta- 
ble, and Ralph Grover’s book- 
case. Mr. Anderson’s doll cedar 
chest, complete with clothes was 
also a high point. 

Upstairs In the science de- 
partments many experiments 
were demonstrated. In the 
chemistry laboratory the fol- 
lowing experiments wore per- 
formed: titration, dlstructive 

distillation of coal, flame test, 
borax bead test, forms of sul- 
phur, preparation and properties 
of hydrogen, distillation of wa- 
ter, preparation of oxygen, paint 
pigments, test for Iron salts, 
and nitric acid. In the physics 
laboratory the following exhib- 
its were outstanding: Tesla 
coil, high vacuum pump, light 
{ and color, and the electric eye. 
In the biology exhibit different 
ypes of minerals were displayed 
I under microscopes. In the lec- 
ture room was tho exhibit of 
l general science demonstrations. 
Basic means of power were dis- 
played and tho following other 
demonstrations could be seen: 
the. climbing spark, electroplat- 
ing, principles of tho gas en- 
gine, a storage battery, and a* 
thermometer.

MR. VACHON 
RETURNS TO GOULD 



MR. EDMOND T. VACHON 

Mr. Vachon, who entered the 
Army October 14, 1943, has re- 
cently returned to Gould. Next 
fall Jie will resume his position 
as Senior Master and will teach 
Freshman English and World 
history. 

Mr. Vachon was commission- 
ed an officer in the Corps of 
Engineers on September 6, 1944, 
after attending Jefferson Cojl- 
ege, Pennsylvania. He became 
an Intelligence Staff Officer and 
Investigated and evaluated ene- 
my plans, weapons, materiel, and 
documents, in the Euopean 
Theater of Operations. He 
made studies and reports of en- 
emy positions, strength, and ex- 
pected strategy. He translated 
important allied and enemy doc. 
uments, formulated opinions on 
policy concerning strategy u- 
gainst the enemy based on a 
careful study of the Information 
acquored, questioned enemy 
prisoners to get Information, 
data, and scientific develop- 
ments, made arrangements for 
the movement of army units in 
the European Theater of Oper- 
ations. 

He later taught foreign lan- 
guages in Army Universities in 
Shrivenham, England and Biar- 
ritz, France, and was head if 
the Foreign Languages Phonet- 
ics Laboratory. 

He served and traveled in 
eighteen different countries, is- 
lands^and possessions. Including 
England, Scotland, the Orkney 
Islands, France, Belgium, Lux- 
embourg, Holland, Germany, 
Austria, Ireland, etc. 

He received the Europenn- 
Aslatic Melal, with two cam- 
paigns, ^nerican Theater Me- 
dal, German Occupation Medal, 
and the World II Victory Medal.
